Washington, Sept. 17.—Over .historic 


Pennsylvania avenue tne American Way 
of Victory, marked out more than fifty 
years ago by the returning blue clad 
legions of the Army of the Potomac, the 
First division, American expeditionary 
force, marched today. 
It was Wash- 
ington's first great parade of the war 
and it was conceived and carried out as 
tlie nation's tribute not alone to the 
veteran fighting men who marched,' but 
to the whole great army the nation 
created to make certain 'the utter de- 
feat of German dreams of world con- 
quest. 


Marching in mass formation and 


equipped with all the guns, gas throw- 
ers and countless other death-dealing 
devices of front line service, the -i?irst 
division, fresh home from France, mov- 
ed along the broad avenue, a living tide 
of sunburned fighting manhood that 
filled the street from curb to curb. In 
their khaki and olive drab uniforms, 
the men swung by as resistlessly as the 
spring floods of the Mississippi. Above 
each solid block of infantry, rose the 
grim line of bayonets, the blued steel 
glinting, dufly as it caught the light. 
Farther back came the long lines of 
field 
guns, 
French "75's" to which 
French officers have said France owes 
her salvation and, after all the trains 
and wagons had rumbled by;; came a 
battalion of tanks, streaked .and yel- 
lowed with paint to conceal them from 
enemy 
eyes, but 
now growling and 


clanking .their way behind the troops 
in noisy response to the cheers that 
greeted them. 


There was nothing lacking to make 


the parade an epitome of the whole vast 
army American skill and indomitable 
will had created to meet and beat the 
enemy at his own game. game. There 
were guns of all the types used' in 
France that could be moved through 
the streets. Machine guns, big and lit-, 
tie, bristled among the riflemen, s'quat 
mortars to'hurl bombs from tlie trench- 
es; high mounted rifles which peered 
skyward as though stiil in search of 
enemy flyers. Some 'of the gun's were 
horse-drawn, 
some 
trundled .- behind

DEMONSTRATE NEW TRUCKS 


p AND HOLD FETE AT HEADQUARTERS 


Efficiency of Modern Apparatus Is Shown, When It Is 


J?nt to Practical Tests Tuesday Afternoon—Out of 
Town Firemen Are Guests of City Tuesday. 


Within less than four minutes after 


the general alarm was sounded Tues- 
day afternoon, every piece of fire ap- 
paratus in Newark .was assembled in 
F.ourth street, south of Main, whpre 
for more than an hour firemen demon- 
strated new apparatus recently added 
to the equipment of the Newark de- 
partment. 
An but one of the trucks were as- 


sembled in two minutes, the Bast New- 
ark crew.being held up for a short time 
at crossings in East Newark and by the 
bad condition of the street east of the 
river. 
. This remarkable speed in assembling 
the full 
fire fighting force made a 
marked impression on the visiting offi- 
cials and firemen 
and

pumping engine recently installed -at 
headquarters, was the outstanding fea- 
ture of the demonstration. 


The event was arranged by the safe- 


ty^ department to show Newark business 
men.

firemen are in the interior of a building 
and wish to change the location of a

justs itself to this reduced requirement. 
When all three .streams are shut off, 
the pump maintains only enough pres- 
sure to keep the hose lines filled and 
immediately increases the pressure as 
each stream is opened again at the 
nozzle. This does away with the neces-

Minority In Foreign Relations 
Committee Thus Challeoges 


Report of Lodge Majority. 


WORLD PEACE IN BALANC| 


s 


Until Treaty Becomes Effective 


Ferment In Financial and 


Industrial World Will 


Continue. 


Washington. D. C.— (Special.)— The 


minority members of the senate corn- 
mittee on foreign relations made their 
report today to the senate, on, the 
"peace treaty and the league of nations 
covenant. The report was signed by 
Senators Hitchcock, Williams, Swan- 
son, Pomerene, Smith and Fittman. 


The report is a direct challenge to 


the majority report of the committee 
made to the senate yesterday, which 
recommended a number of amend- 
ments and reservations to the. treaty 
and covenant. 
The minority reporti 


declares that the adoption by the sen- 
ate of these amendments or reserva- 
tions would kill the present treaty and 
necessitate the reopening of negptia- 
tions with the allies and Germany. 


The report is a plea'to the senate 


and the country for ratification of the 
freaty without amendment or reserva- 
tion, to the end that industrial condi- 
tions be stabilized on the. basis of 
world peace, guaranteed by the na- 
tions of the world organized in a 
league of nations. 


"The 
industrial world is in fer- 


ment." says, the report, "the finan- 
cial world in doubt and commerce 
halts while this great delay in the 
peace settlement has been caused by 
che majority of a cominitvje knowu 
to be out of harmony with the major- 
ity of the senate and the majority of 
the people. / This is government by 
obstruction as well as by a minority. 


"Our export trade already shows 


the undeniable effects of delay and 
doubt in treaty ratification and peace 
settlement. For the first seven months 
following the armistice _ our exports 
averaged 
almost $;700,000,600 
per- 


month, but in July they fell to $570,- 
000,000. Europe undoubtedly wants 
our products, but can only take them 
in full quantity if- our financial insti- 
tutions provide the credit to bridge 
over the period necessary to restore 
European industry to productiveness. 
This private credit can not. and Will 
not be furnished as long as the. peace 
settlement is in doubt. Public credit 
has heretofore carried this great bal- 
ance of trade. 


"Our 
government, however, 
has 


about reached the end of its authority 
given, by congress and -will advance 
hut little more. From now on if we 
are to keep up our commerce with 
Europe private enterprise must fur- 
nish the credit to cover the trade bal- 
ance till European 
industries get 


started and .are "able to pay us with 
their goods. Peace settlement delays 
and doubts paralyze this revival. If 
uncertainty continues, depression is 
inevitable. 


"Referring to the action of the ma- 


jority of the committee, we unite in 
opposing and condemning the recom- 
mendations both as to textual amend- 
ments and as to proposed reserva- 
tions. In our opinion amendments 
have no merit, but whether they be 
good, bad or indifferent, their adop- 
tion by the senate can have no pos- 
sible effect except to defeat the par- 
ticipation of the United States in the 
treaty.' None of them could by any 
possibility be accepted even by the 
great 
nations associated with the 


United States in the war and none of 
them could by any possibility be dic- 
tated to Germany. To adopt any. one 
of them, therefore; is equivalent to; 
rejecting the treaty. 


Sacrifices of Majority Report, 


"To adopt an amendment or to re- 


ject the treaty means that the United 
States will sacrifice all of the conces- 
sions secured from.Germany by a dic- 
tated peace. Among the concessions 
which the United States would sacri- 
fice by the adoption of "any amend- 
ment or the rejection of the treaty 
may be included the following: . 


"First—Germany's acknowledgment 


of, responsibility for the war and her 
promise to make restitution for dam- 
ages 'resulting from it. 
• . . 
; 


"Second—Germany's promise to us, 


in the treaty that she will not impose 
higher or other customs duties or 
charges on our goods than those 
charged to the most favored nation 
and will not prohibit or restrict, or 
discriminate against, imports directly 
or indirectly from our country. 


"'Thir,d—Germany's promise to us 


in the treaty that she will make no 
discrimination in German ports on 
shipping bearing our flag, and that 
our shipping in German por.ts will be 
given as favorable treatment as Ger- 
man ships receive. 


"Fourth — That"'..tot 
six 
months 


after the treaty goes into effect no 
customs duty wilf be levied" against 
imports from the United States, ex- 
cept the lowest duties that were in 
force .for, the first six months of 1914 


"Fifth—Germany's agreement with, 


us thai the United States shall have 
the privilege of reviving such of the 
treaties \vitli Germany as were in. ex- 
istence . P.ripr to the war sia \vs may 
alone, desire. 


••Si.xtli—i arrrsnV- ; remise to us tp 


restore- tho

"Seventh—Germany's very import 


ant agreement validating all acts by 
the United States by the, alien prop- 
erty custodian, by which wfe seized 
and proceed'e4 to liquidate

States belonging to German citizens. 


"Eighth—Germany's agreement that 


the proceeds of the sale of these prop- 
erties may lie used to compensate pur 
citizens in Gerrnany if Germany fails 
to do. so, or- to pay- debts which Ger- 
many or Germans owe to American 
citizens, or to pay American pre-war 
claims against Germany for property 
destroyed and lives taken similar to 
the losses^ because of the destruction 
of the Lusitania. 
. "Ninth-^-G.erniany's. agreement that 
she'will compensate her own citizens 
for propertyi patents and- other things 
belonging-tothem in the United States 
seized during the war by our govern 
merit. 
' . ' ' . 


/'Tenth—Germany's agreement that 


ii,p claim .'can ,be made against the 
United States in respect to the use 
or sale during the war by our govern 
•ment, or by persons acting for our 
government, of any rights in indus- 
trial, li'te.rary or artistic property, in- 
cluding patents'. 


"Eleventh — Germany's agreement 


itha.it the United States'^ snail retain 
6ver 500,000 tons of. German shipping 
^seized in American ports, which much 
more, than compensates for shipping 
lost during the war. 


"Twelfth;—We", would lose our mem- 


bership, on the reparations commis- 
sion, which will.bg the most powerful 
international body ever created and 
which will have enormous control over 
the trade and commerce of Germany 
with th'fc rest of the world for year's 
to come. It not only supervises the 
use of German economic resources 
and the payment of reparations, but 
it. can restrict or expand Germany's 
impbrts and distributes much of her 
desirable exports, including dyes. In 
no way can the United States assure 
itself against discrimination in Ger- 
man imports and financial policies un- 
less we have a member upon this 
great reparations commission. 


Against Any Amendments. 


"We are, therefore, without any 


qualification, against amendments. 


'"The reservations proposed by the 


majority of this committee are of such 
a character as to at once betray their 
authorship. 
They are the work of 


senators organized for the purpose of 
destroying the leag-ae and, if possible, 
defeating this treaty. 
Their phrase- 


ology is such as make this purpose] 
plain. 
They are in no sense inter- 


pretive reservations to be 
used to 


make clear language in the treaty 
that might be considered doubtful, but 
they are so framed as to receive the 
support of senators who desire the 
id.efeat of the treaty. While masquer- 
ading in ; the guise of reservations, 
they are in fact alterations of the 
treaty. 
They have all the vices of 


amendments and the. additional vice 
of pretending to be what they are not. 
Presented as parts of the resolution 
to ratify the treaty they would in fact, 
if adopted, result in its defeat. All of 
Uhem apply to the League of Nations 
section of the' treaty! , 


"Those who oppose the League of 


Nations realize that it is invincible 
on a square fight, and they hope to 
destroy it by this indirection. 
Th'e 


League of Nations has stood the test 
of a world-wide criticism and unlim- 
ited attack. It stands today as the 
only hope for world peace. After ail 
tile assaults of m^ny months, its pur- 
poses and provisions stand out clearly 
defined, unaffected by criticism and 
unyielding to attack. 


"The League of. Nations proposes 


to. organize the nations of the world 
for peace, whereas they have always 
heretofore been organized for war. It 
proposes to establish the rule of inter- 
national Justice in place of force. It 
proposes to make a war. of conquest 
impossible 
by uniting all 
nations 


against the offenders. 


Weak Nations Given Strength. 


"It is the first international ar- 


rangement ever made by which small 
and weak nations are given the orgah'- 
iz'ed strength of the world for protec- 
tion. 
It is a working plan for the 


gradual reduction of armament by all 
members simultaneously, in proper 
proportion and by agreement. 


"ft:sets up arbitration as-a friendly 


method of'adjusting disputes and in- 
quiry-when arbitration is not agreed 
to. In both cases it provides a cool- 
ing -off:, period of nine months, during 
which the differences will .be adjusted. 


"It preserves the territorial. integ- 


rity and political independence oteach 
vmember, and leaves to each the exer- 
cise of its sovereign rights as a nation. 


• "It will save the world from wars 
and preparations for wars. It will re- 
duce armies and navies and taxes. It 
is the only plan proposed to redeem 
»the world from war, pestilence and 
famine, the only one by which a strick- 
en world can be redeemed from tbe 
disasters of the late war and the dan- 
gers of Impending international chaos. 
Those who dally and delay as they 
seek with microscope to find some 
petty flaw In its structure have noth- 
ing themselves to propose. They have 
appealed to every; prejudice 'and re- 
sorted to every desperate method of 
attack to destroy this great interna- 
tional effort to establish peace, but 
they suggest nothing in its place. 


"We 
renew our recommendation 


that the work of the peace conference 
be. confirmed, the will of the people, 
fulfilled, and the peace of the world 
advanced by the ratification of this 
treaty, 'the best hope of the world,' 
even if, like all human instrumentali- 
ties, it b« not divinely perfect in «v«ry 
detail,"

They 
have wished that they might come here 
ana live under such a sjstcm. or might 
adopt a similar basis of government in 
their own land. Copies of the Consti- 
tution dropped from airplanes were an 
Important factor in covering tne Ger- 
man people ol" the fault of their own 
government. 


Yet with all this reverence, many peo- 


ple never read this sublime document. 
Some consider it outworn and want to 
overturn it by revolution. To counter- 
act this propaganda, flie idea was con- 
ceived of holding a Constitution Day on 
September 17, the anniversary of the 
signing of the document, the purpose 
of which should be to popularize the 
Constitution and call attention to the 
blessings it has brought. 


People who find fault with existing 


'-o.-'ial conditions would do well if they 
would read this constitution, and sae 
how completely it gives all power into 
the hands of the people. If the people 
aie not being justly treated, they have 
the power in their own hands. If they 
don't remedy exis ing evils, the fault is 
not in the system. It is in the people 
that have these rights and privileges, 
but either do not exercise them at all, 
or use them without judgment. 


The American people have a reason 


to be well satisfied with what they have 
achived under this constitution. They 
have opened the doors of opportunity 
sq that any boy or girl can get an edu- 
cation. The higher ranks of success are 
tilled with those who started from 
humble homes. 


In the schools the United States con- 


stitution 
should be a subject of con- 


stant study. Every boy and girl should 
be shown how it has made this country 
the most piosperous and happy on the 
globe. 


SIMPLIFYING COURT PROCE- 


DURE. 


One of the causes of the present in- 


dustrial unrest, is that people lack con- 
fidence in the administration of justice. 
The feeling prevails among many, that 
theie is one law for the poor man and 
another of the rich. 
A wealthy in- 


dividual or corporation can often so tie 
up justice by long and involved court 
procedure, that the ordinary man is 
helpless against it. 


Chief Justice AVinslow of "Wisconsin 


who led the discussion at one of the 
meetings of the American Bar Associa- 
tion at Boston, told the lawyers as- 
sembled some truths that 
should be 


heard and met with response all over 
the country. 


He said that one of the duties of 


lawyers, is to help on the movement to 
simplify 
court 
procedure. 
The law 


schools he said 
should 
train 
their 


men to accomplish this end. 


The way many cases drag: along in the 


courts is preposterous. 
A small 
case 


should be put through in a few weeks, 
diliatory motions should not be per- 
mitted. The system of appeals should 
be so arranged that trifling cases could 
not be held up a long time. 


A great -deal of the trouble is due 


to the fact that the lawyers and courts 
are busy and have more work 
than 


they can do. The tendency is for liti- 
gants to resort to the most experienc- 
ed lawyers in the neighborhood whose 
time is so taken up that their cases are 
badly delayed. At the same time there 
may be many reasonably 
competent 


men who would rather have time to put 
cases along, if people would employ 
them. There should be some penalty 
for delay when it is caused unnecessar- 


ily. 
There should be judges enough so 


that the courts 
could hear all cases 


promptly, as soon as they are ready for 
trial. The time of the upper 
courts 


should not be taken up by having trifl- 
ing cases appealed to them. 


"When justice becomes prompt and 


speedy, a great deal of popular discon- 
|ient will disappear.

sreeding up under the demand of the 
war. In the first six months of 1919 
production was off in the anthracite 
regions as compared with 
D9I6. but 
ony a llittle more than 
2,000,000 tons. 


JAt the present rate of production the 
i total output of 1919 ought to exceed 
I that f 1916. 
The shortage which is said to exist 


in the bituminous industry is said to 
lack of demand. If that is true the 
i situation is rather strange. Our manu- 
factures have too much wisdom to hold 
back coal orders. 
There has been no 
such let up in industrial activity as to 
suggest a much diminished demand. 
It si just possible that some industries 
had large 
supplies 
of 
coal on hand 


when peace came and, that therefore, 
their orders are smaller this year. Or 
is the output of this year compared with 
that o normal years or with that of 
abnormal years when the necessities of 
war greatly increased the demand and 
induced speeding up? 
And how much 
have large exports to do with the situa- 
tion? 
Mr. Hines 
suggests an offici^ in- 


quiry to ascertain the extent to which 
predictions of an abnormal demand for 
the coming winter and a, consequent 
shortage are 
justified. We have a 


flood of inquiries but this one seems 
meritorious. It would pen the way for 
remedy if there is actually a threaten- 
ed shortage and expose theb usmess 
if propaganda is chiefly 
responsible 


for the alarms.

EAILROAD FUTURE. 


(By Henry Clews.) 


The railroad question will very soon 


come up before Congress for active dis- 
cussion. The administration is pledged 
to return the railroads to their owners 
in as good condition as when 
taken 


over. 
Different roads operate 
under 


very different conditions, and owing to 
many changes it will be impossible for 
the roads in many instances to resume 
their former relations. The strong lines 
may not care to carry the weak; ques- 
tions regarding rates, routes, the vol- 
ume of traffic, etc., will be revived, 
and competition which ceased under 
Government control will once more be 
renewed. 
The question 
of 
valuation 


will of course arise; and there is every 
probability of the railroad problem be 
ing thoroughly threshed out from the 
point of the parties most 
concerned, 


viz., 
the workers, the users and the 


owners. 
Of course, the period of dis- 
cussion may be one 
of 
considerable 


acrimony, but there is reason for hope 
that in the end the railroads will secure 
a fair deal. At the same time the 
period of railroad stabiliation is draw- 
ing to a close, and railroad shares are 
probably approaching a period of in- 
creased activity and irregularity. Dis- 
cussion of the Cummins and 
Plumb 


bills is becoming more acute, and it is 
realied that new legislation must be 
affected before the roads are returned 
to their owners; an event that is not 
very far away. While their financial 
condition 
has been highly unsatisfac- 


tory, owing to the enormous increase 
of operating costs, the Government has 
been behind the roads, thus far guar- 
anteeing usual dividends and 
interest 


payments. Of late some systems have 
been doing somewhat better in the mat- 
ter of earnings; but the vital fact is 
that wages and rates are still unsettled, 
and the financial plight of the roads 
continues so glaring that some strong 
remedial action must be taken if the 
country is to preserve the arterial sys- 
tem necessary to its very existence.

in 1629, wheii comedy and melodrama,

temporary 


stages erected in the-sqnares or in the 
halis of palaces, passed into buildings 
especially made for that purpose. Pom- 
peo Molmenti, the Italian historian, re- 
lates that the earliest genuine musical 
drama -heard in -Venice was the Pro- 
serpinaarapita of Gmlio Strozzl, set to 
music 'by Ca'udio j&i3ntevarde. From 
1637 onward.-theatepf-rose so .rapidly 
'that by the close of %'evSeicento they 
numbered 'IS in Venice; ".some were 
devoted to comedy, others to music, 
others again were' rased Indifferently 
for comedy or melodrama. Almost all 
the theaters belonged to noblemen who 
reserved boxes for themselves and 
took .the rent for the buffet. The Coun- 
cil of'Ten settled the.honr of,the per- 
formance and the length of time it 
might take.. The advertisements were 
posted at the piazzetta and at Rialto, 
while criers went through the town to 
announce the play and the; Hour* when 
the house would open; 


The Money Cowry. 


The occurrence of the money cowry 


in Iceland and.England has a curious 
origin. This species; a native of the 
tropics, is used as-current coin In cer- 
tain parts of Africa. Some years ago 
it was very abundant on the coast of 
Cumbeflarid near the mouth of the 
Calder river. !The specimens are be- 
lieved to have come from the Glen- 
dowra,,a.vessel wrecked off Seascale 
in a fog In 1873. She was homeward 
bound from Manna and carried 60 tons 
of eowries; as part of'.her cargo. As 
this means about 70,000:000 shells, it 
may well be that money cowries will 
be picked up on our northwestern 
coasts for many years .ltd come. Those 
found-earlier on the coasts of Down, 
Ireland, were supposed to have come 
from a slave ship wrecked in the neigh- 
borhood.

the Waning Supply of Natural Gas Is to 
Raise the Price Gradually Until It Ap- 
proaches the Cost of Manufactured Gas

.The following are the conclusions of Dr. Israel C. White, State Geologist of West Virginia, technologist and one of th§ 


recognized highest authorities on the subject of Natural Gas and mineral resources. These conclusions are the final analysis 
of an exhaustive review made by-Dr. White of. the Appalachian gas areas in-July, 1919, and the soundness of this eminent 
authority's deductions can not be successfully disputed. 
They summarize the situation as regards depletion, and emphasize 


the need .of applying at once the remedy to stop waste, and establish a sound conservation of remaining supply. 


Dr. White says: 


•f { Looking back across a span of years which has seen prises to change without hardship to other forms of fuel, 


the rise, of both the oil and gas industry, and speaking or if they desire, install their own fuel gas plants, thus 
as a business man and also as State Geologist of West" availing themselves of gaseous fuel at first cost. 


Virginia and in that sense a kind of guardian of the 
State's mineral resources, my studies have led me" to the 
following conclusions concerning the .natural gas situa- 
tion in the Appalachian fields: 


(1), Approximately three-fourths of the original 


supply of natural gas in the West Virginia fields is al- 
ready exhausted, much more than half of which has been 
wasted without any attempt at utilization.

(2) Of the portion used for domestic purposes at 


least 7() to 80 per cent, is now wasted through the use of 
crude burners resulting in bright flames instead of blue, 
and also through lack of intelligent methods of applying 
the flame to the object to be heated. 


(3) Natural gas practically double in heating value 


the best grade of manufactured gas has always been sold 
too cheap, and this more than any other cause has led 
to its universal waste and wasteful use. 


(4) It is such a pure and cleanly fuel and so limited 


in supply that it should have been preserved entirely 
for domestic use, and its introduction into general in- 
dustrial purposes was an economic mistake which should 
speedily be remedied. 
- 


(5) The only effective means of conserving the wan- 


ing supply of natural gas, and prolonging its life to a 
distant future for domestic purposes is to raise the price 
of the same-gradually until it approaches the cost at 
which manufactured gas can be furnished for fuel pur- 
poses, since otherwise it will be impossible for the pro- 
ducing and marketing companies to maintain a satisfac- 
tory supply to those who prefer to use gaseous fuel.

of the war department could make it, 
a cross section of the American expe- 
ditionary forces. 


But it was to the line of khaki-clad, 


brown faced men themselves that first 
interest of the thronging crowds all 
along the wide avenue turned. 
The 


home coming of this first unit of Amer- 
ican man power to cross the submarine- 
infested seas was in marked contract to 
its silent, mysterious, unreported de- 
parture, and the men and women alons 
the way seemed to feel the significance 
of the spectacle. They recalled the days 
when the nation waited in wordless an- 
xiety to hear that these same smiling. 
free-striding boys had come safely to a. 
French harbor, those other -days when 
the first ward filtered back that the 
boys had begun to prove their courage 
in action and the slow coming lists that 
carried the names of the men who sleep 
forever ill France. 


To one regiment of long, trim "75's" 
an unusual honor was accorded. 
The 


Sixth field artillery was placed between 
the two infantry brigades instead of 
marching with the rest of the artillery 
brigade behind the infantry, for it was 
C battery of the Sixth which fired the 
first shot at the Germans on Oct. 23, 
1917. 
A standard told the onlookers 
that at last they saw the very guns 
whose thunder had carried that first 
message of defeat into the enemy ranks. 


Throughout the. long line markers 


were frequent telling what the strange 
implements of war over which they 
floated 
were 
used for. Among the 
watchers were thousands upon thou- 
sands of government clerks who have 
dealth for months with endless streams 
of papers talking of bombs and guns 
and mortars, of motor machine shops, 
pontoon 
bridges, machine guns, gas 


throwers, flame projectors and all the 
other complicated war equipment of 
the troops. 
Never before have these 


workers at home seen all those tools 
of warfare in their own warlike setting, 
however, and the parade was an edu 
cation for them. 


Up the avenue at the hea<T or the di- 


vision rode Major Edward F. McGlach- 
lin, commanding, and with him rode 
two former commanders of the division 
the first to go and the last of the di- 
visions to come home. They were Ma- 
jor General William L. Sibert, who took 
it to France, and Lieutenant General 
Robert L. Bullard, who took it into ac- 
tion and surrendered command only to 
take a higher post. Marching ahead of 
the formations, also, came a host of 
officers and men who saw their first 
service 
with the 
First 
Division in 


France, later to go to other units as 
instructors. 


Then came the First infantry brigade, 


marching in the French mass forma- 
tion, 24 men abreast across the avenue, 
led by the Third machine gun battalion 
with its motorized guns. The infantry 
marched in colum of fours, four com- 
panies abreast and with officers and 
I Ho closers ahead, leaving the men to 
form a solid block of bayonets for each 
battalion. The 16th infantry, veterans 
of the bitter fighting at Cantigny where 
Franco learned in what fashion Amer- 
ican could and would fight and breath- 
ed free again 
led the way.
